Several Georgians Included in 
the Sixty Manufacturers Who 
Called on the President---Vis- 
itors Encouraged by Attitude 
of the President. .

Washington, January 11.—(Spectal.) 
Representatives of sixty independent 
manufacturers of fertilizers located in 
twenty states called on President Taft 
today and urged him to protect the 
interests of the American farmers who 
use and the independent manufactur- 
ers who mix commercial fertilizers in 
the controversy with Germany over 
the exorbitant tax on potash export- 
ed to this country. 

They took the position that the tax 
was oppressive and unjust, and 
changed the conditions which led to 
Germany being given the benefits of 
the minimum duties under the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff law. 

President Taft Interested. 

The president assured the visitors 

that he was much interested in the al- 


leged discrimination, as any one of 
them because it affected American in- 
terests and because of its bearing 
upon the tariff law. He said the mat- 
ter was now being handled by the sec- 
retary of state and during the 
pendency of diplomatic negotiations, 
he preferred not to say anything.

“Raise hogs and corn and forget the boll weevil,” is the epr 
gram with which he opened an interview which appeared in The 
Constitution a day or two ago. 
| For a long time Mr. Oliver has acted, and still acts, upon his 
own theory. In the degree that the hog and corn items are ex- 
cellent philosophies in themselves and, further, that his views about 
the boll weevil deserve to stand on their own merits, Mr. Oliver’s 
career offers a surpassing lesson to the farmers of the southern 
part.of the state. 

First, about the hogs and corn. Mr. Oliver brought a carload 
of home-bred and fattened hogs to Atlanta recently, and sold them 
at approximately 7 cents a pound, whereas it had cost him only 
about 4 cents a pound to put them on the market. 

How did he do it? 

In the beginning, by keeping ahead one year with his supply 
of corn, so that one crop failure or one year of insufficient product 
need not affect his plans. The hogs he sold in Atlanta were fat- 
tened on corn produced in 1909, and he still has about 500 bushels 
on hand. 7 

The rest of it is best told in-an extract from the story as it 
appeared in The Constitution, with emphasis laid upon the use of 
the peanut in the promoting of the hog industry. Here is the 


extract: 

Mr. Oliver states that he has something over 600 acres of his 3,000-acre 
farm fenced. This he divides into five fields, planting two in oats, one in rye, 
another in corn and peas, and the other in grounmdpeas. In March he turns his 
hogs into one of the oat fields and allows them to remain until they have grazed 
the field thoroughly. He then turns the hogs into the other oat field, sowing 
the first in an early variety of peas. By the time the second fleld has been thor- 
oughly grazed, he puts the hogs tnto the field of peas, and later into the rve 
patch, the rye having ripened by this time. Later he gathers his corn, between 
the rows of which peas have been planted, and turns the hogs loose to gather 
the peas. In December he makes the last shift, this time putting the hogs into 
the field planted with peanuts. Here they are allowed to remain until the peanuts 
are gone, after which they are penned and fed entirely on corn for six or eight 


ge then they are ready for the market. 

Thus far, even, the story makes good reading. Not 
Georgia farmers know the trick and profit of feeding hogs with 
peanutsy They are familiar with that feature out in Louisiana, 
where the encroaching boll weevil has already prodded their 
thought cells. 

And that brings up the boll weevil phase of Mr. Oliver’s creed. 

He is taking seriously—a thing that a great many south Geor- 
gia farmers have not yet done—the warning of the state entomo-| 
logical department and other authorities, that the Mexican boll 
weevil may invade Georgia within the next two years, and that, 
so far as cotton is concerned, it is going to be about as greedy as

TEACHERS SURE 
TO CET MORE PAY 


—— 


‘But Increase Not Great 
as Asked. 


Lots of Departments Will .Not 
Get Appropriations Wanted. 
Improvement Money Prob- 
able Not Before June---Sheet 
Ready Next Monday. 


There is going to be whole lot of 
people disappointed when the city's 
financial sheet for this year is made 
public, according to a statement given 
out yesterday by Alderman John W. 
Grant, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee of council. 

It is certain that theteachers’ sala- 
ries will be raised, but the increase 
will not be as great as has been asked 
fr. -* 

The finance committee has about de- 
cided that it cannot raise the teachers’ 
Salaries and at the same time provide 
money for all the big street improve- 
ments that are being proposed. 

The outlook is that all the big pub- 
lic improvements for which money has 
been asked will not be provided for 
in the January apportionment sheet, 
but later on in the year, when the 
Fune apportionment sheet is made up, 
some of the money may be appro- 
priated. In the January sheet all the 
income of the city is based on antici- 
pated receipts, and the figures are 
merely estimates made by the comp- 
troller, and based on last year’s re- 
ceipts. Not until the apportionment 
sheet is made up, will the finance com- 
mittee have a definite idea of what the 
city’s income will be this year. It has 
been the custom in the past not to 
make appropriations for big public 
improvements until the middle wf the 
year. 

In Executive Session. 

The finance committee held its last 
public meeting Wednesday morning, 
and went into executive session at 2 
o'clock, It will meet again this morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock itn executive session, 
and wil] continue to meet behind closed 
doors until the apportionment sheet is 
agreed upon. The city comptroller has 
Submitted to the committee a tenta- 
tive sheet in which all the appropria- 
tions are the same as those made last 
year, and with this sheet the commit- 
tee will make such changes as they 
may decide upon. 

If any of the departments outside of 
the schools get increased appropria- 
tions, the amount will not be large, 
for the simple reason, as Chairman 
Grant puts it, that the city has not 
got the money in sight. 

It looks as if the widening of Peach- 
tree, the improvement of Spring street, 
the repaving of Marietta, the improve- 
ment of Ivy street wil) not all be taken 
care of. As stated elsewhere in The 
Constitution, a delegation of citizens 
made a strong appeal Wednesday morn- 
ing to the committee for the improve- 
ment of Spring street, asking an ap- 
propriation this year of only $14,000. 
Of all this proposed street work, the 
repaving of Marietta to North avenue 
will stand the:best show, and it is be- 
lieved that the money for this werk 
will be appropriated. 

Views of the Chairman. 

When the finance committee ad- 
journed Wednesday, Chairman Grant 
made the following statement: 

“We will have the apportionment 
sheet ready for council next Monday. 
The committee will meet Thursday and 
probably Friday in executive session, 
and will be ready for the comptroller 
to make copies of the sheet on Sat- 
urday. I feel certain that the com- 
mittee will provide some money for the 
increase of teachers’ salaries, but the 
amount will not be as large as has been 
asked for by the board of education. 
I do not see how the committee can do 
all the proposed street improvement 
and raise the teachers’ salaries at the 
Same time. We will have to choose 
between the two, I think, and I believe 
a majority of the committee will fa- 
vor the raising of the salaries of the 
teachers. We will have to base all of 
our apportionments on the comptroal- 
ler’s estimated receipts, and the figures 
we now have before us will not justify 
any large increases in the appropria- 
tion, and there is golng to be a lot of 
people disappointed. We can’t help 
this, however, as we have only a cer- 
tain amount of money to divide out, 
and all we can do it is to make the 
division as equitable and as just as 
possible.”

Dragging reluctant feet and with 
many a backward glance, Fulton coun- 
ty’s fifty-odd dependents sorrowfully

After showing a 
net loss of about 9@11 points, there 
Was a moderate rally on cg | of 
shorts and a demand for March from 
epot interests, but there was no sign 
of support from the big bull leaders, 
end later the market weakened again, 
Feaching a net loss of from 17 to 20 
points on old crop positions during the 
afternoon. May contracts sold at 14.83, 
or 20 points net lower, 32 points below 
- high level of yesterday, and about 
17 points under the high record of 
the season, which was made following 
the government’s crop estimate of 
11,426,000 bales, excluding linters. 

The big estimates for tomorrow's 
receipts at leading points and some- 
what increased estimates of the week’s 
into-sight movement, seemed to en- 
courage the larger views of the yield, 
end it seems that averagé expectations 
@s to the croép for the season are now 
about 250,060 to 30,000 bales above the 
views entertained early last month.

Trading of Drifting Character 
and at Times Almost 
at Standstill. 


New York, January 11.—The stock 
market today was dull and the under- 
tone heavy. It was the opinion of in- 
siders that changes in the make-up of 
various local banks and trust com- 
panies might go far toward clearing 
up existing uncertainty. Trading was 
largely of a drifting character and at 
times was almost at a standstill. The 
professional element snowed a 4dis- 
position to take the short side, but 
suppore was offered on slight conces- 
sions and-:fluctuations were confined 
for the most part to narrow limits. 

The proposed increase of $100,000,- 
000:in the capitalization of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, announced late in 
the day, was interpreted as a bearish 
argument and was responsible for a 
final drive at prices, which placed 
them materially below yesterday's 
close. The railway list showed a pro- 
nounced downwarg tendency on this 
movement, New York Central and 
Pennsylvania sustaining the largest 
losses,. Amalgamated Copper was af- 
fected by the unsatisfactory condition 
of the raw copper market and a fur- 
ther sharp break in the price of cop- 
per futures was reported from abroad. 
It is generally believed the short in- 
terest in Amalgamated Copper has 
reached large proportions. The suc- 
cess of the proposed new city bonds 
issue is regarded as assureg by the 
formation of several large syndicates 
which will take a large part of the 
$60,000,000 issue. It has been prac- 
tically settled that the quration of this 
issue will be fifty years and transac- 
tions in’ the bonds, when issued, were 
made to a large amount on the curb 
market today. 

The movement in United States Steel 
was much narrower than usual, quo- 
tations being confined to within half 
a point above or below yesterday’s 
close. In connection with tne selec- 
tion of a new’ president of the Steel 
Corporation, whose activities has 
heretofore been confined largely to 
the export business of the corpora- 
tion, it Is interesting to note that this 
branch of the company’s trade has in- 
creaseq materially of late. The con- 
templated change in the presidency of 
the corporation, it is assumed, will 
lead to further development along this 
line. 

Talk of disrupted pools accompanied 
the selling movement in American 
Beet Sugar and Central Leather stocks. 
The announcement of a further cur- 
tailment of production by the Central 
Leather Company was used effectively 
in hammering that stock, the preferred 
yielding 3 points to par. 

The decline in the percentage rate 
in London from 5% per cent to 5 per 
cent was regardeq as indicating a 
better tone for Americans and easier 
money.

~ HOWARD MAKES TALK 
BEFORE LABOR MEN

Eight-Hour Day for 
City Jobs. 


The regular meeting of the Atlanté 
ederation of Trades, held last night 
was featured with 
a spirited address by Hon. William 
Schley Howard on the bill now pending 
before congress generally known as a 
compensation act. This bill, which pro- 
vides for uniform legislation regulat- 
ing the compensation to be given in- 
jured employees, was warmly indorsed 
by the speaker, who presented it be- 
fore the federation for consideration. 

Mr. Howard gave a clear and concise 
outline of the various legislative 
measures which have hitherto attempt- 
ed to regulate the liabilities which em- 
ployers should stand for injuries sus- 
tain by their employees. He reviewed 
the employers’ lability act of 1837, the 
fellow-servant law of a later date and 
subsequent legislation, all of which, he 
stated, has been unfair to the em- 
ployee. 

As a remedy for this situation, Mr. 
Howard brought forward the compen- 
sation act, a bill now pending before 
congress, which, in all its essentials, is 
the same as the Campbell act which 
has been in force in England sinc<« 
1901. 

After the regular order of business 
had been taken up, resolutions wer: 
adopted thanking Mayor Winn for his 


action in calling the attention of coun- 
American Fed- 
eration would hold its convention here 
in November, and that proper steps 
should be taken toward providing a 
welcome for the delegates. 

Jerome Jones reported that 
movement to secure higher salaries for 
Atlanta’s school teachers seemed ex- 
tremely likely to succeed, and said

the federation started some six years 
He said that he thought the At- 
lanta teachers realized that the feder- 
‘ation had been largely responsible for 
this success, and were grateful.

The chairman will be 
asked to give the date for a hearing of 
the subject, so that the federation may 
appear and present its case. 

Resolutions were passed regretting 
the withdrawal of Rev. Henry A. At- 
kinson from the pastorate of the Cen- 
tral Congregational church, but ex- 
pressing the assurance that he will be 
to do a greater work as the hea@é 
of the labor department of the Congre- 
gational Church of America, to which 
he has recently been appointed.
